27.—(/H—An interesting mathemat- 
ical theory lies behind the Demo- 
cratic bid for Western 
electoral 
votes in 1928. It is that Governor 
Smith, once his views have been 
presented fully to the Western elec- 
torate, will win the bulk of 
the 
support that went to Senator La- 
Follette in the three-cornered cam- 
paign of 1924. Adding this to the 
vote Riven John 
W. Davjs, the 
dopesters arrive at a Smith victory 
in a number of states which Cool- 
idge carried without having a clear 
majority over the combined vote 
of his opponents. 


This, it should be understood, is 


purely a Democratic 
thesis, to 
which the Hoover managers do not 
subscribe. The Republicans deny 
that the LaFollette vote, or even 
the Western 
"Progressive" vote, 
can be treated mathematically as a 
unit, capable of transfer enmasse 
from one ftHeeiance to another. 
Republican dopesters say, further- 
more, that most of those who voted 
lor LaFollette were Republicans 
and that they naturally will return 
to the paternal hearthstone now 
that the LaFollette 
party is no 


more. 
The hones of the Democrats in 


this matter have their beginning In 
the weU established Western ur#e 
toward "progressive policies,"— a 
terra often used but variously de- 
fined.. Roosevelt always a West- 
ern idol, selected the nav.ie "Pro- 
gressive" for his third party 
in 
1912, twelve years before the same' 
.label was chosen for the third par- 
ty venture of LaFoUctte. It Js the 
belief of Democratic manaKers that 
before the camoalen Is over, Gov.

"My policy will be inspired by'the 
highest principles of social equity 
and justice," Portes Gil said in a 
statement after his election.

Portes Gil has had a distinguish- 
ed career as a lawyer and adminis- 
trator. He is considered to be un- 
usually well versed in thj law and 
the nearest he ever came to a mil- 
itary life was when he was an at- 
torney in the legal section of the

' Portes Gil was born at Ciudad 
Victoria, Tamaulipas, 
on October 


• SO, 1891.

In 1919, he worked in favor of 
the candidacy of General Obregon 
and was imprisoned several times 
and deported to the state of Chi- 
huahua for his activities, serving a 
two months term in a penitentiary 
there. 
He was elected governor of Ta-

He increased the number of schools 
in the state and established the 
first state supported school for in- 
digent children.

EARLIEST SNOW ON 
RECORD FALLS OVER 


CHICAGO TUESDAY 


NEW YORK, Sept. 26. 


(AP)—Wild geese were go- 
ing south today, .-^their dis- 
tant honks heralding the ap- 
proach of winter, the first 
breath of which chilled the 
northern 'part of the United 
States yesterday from 
the 


Rocky Mountains east to the 
sea. 


Snow fell in some parts of the 
country, in the Great Lakes region, 
tho Berkshlres and the Aleghenies 
with frost in many other sections 


and temperatures down to freezing 
and near freezing. 
Snow which fell for five minutes 
at Chicago was the earliest fall on 
record, the first previous recorded 
date being Oct. 6 in 1906 and 1925. 
The temperature was down .to 
46 degrees in New York with frost 
painting fields in the suburbs. The 
thermometer mark was 18 degrees 
below the average for the day but 
set no record, as the temperature 
was down to 41 degrees 
on that 


date in 1887. 
The lowest reading in the coun- 
try was at Wllliston, N. D., where 
the temperature was 18 degrees 
above zero. At Ironwood, 
Mich., 
the snowfall was so 
heavy

branches of many trees were brok- 
en.

RAIL BUILDER OF 
SOUTHWEST DIED IN 


EASTJfEDNESDAY 


ARTHUR E. STILLWELL FOL- 
. LOWED "HUNCHES" IN 
i 
LIFE'S WORK 


"KANSAS CITY, Sept. 27. —( 
,Th,e death In New YorK yesterday 
of Arthur 
E. 
Stilwcll, 
railroad 
builder of the Southwest, ended the 
career of a promoter whose vari- 
ous projects, as he told of them In 
his memoirs 
published 
recently, 
.were inspired by "hunches." / 
I Mr. Stilwell, 
who waa 68'"years 


Old, died of apoplexy. 
The Kansas City, Pittsburgh and 
Gulf railroad, now the Kansas City 
Southern, came from one of Mr. 
Stilwell's "hunches," he said. He 
foresaw the development of a great 
territory along the line of a rail- 
road between Kansas City and the 
Gulf of Mexico. 


Mr. Stilwell was the founder of 
Port Arthur, Texas, and the build- 
er of the Port Arthur ship canal. 
Fort Arthur 
was designed as a 
landlocked harbor terminal for his 
railroad and his decision to locate 
the tprminus there was the result 
of 
nother of his "hunches," ie

.Ie had at first planned to locate 
the terminal at Galveston, but was 
"warned" that the city would be 
devastated by 
a 
storm. A few 
months after the Port Arthur ter- 
minal was completed, a hurricane 
and tidal wave devastated Galves- 
ton. 


When the Kansas City Pittsburg 
and Gulf went into receivership in 
1900, Mr. Stilwell started plans at 
^nce for what has become the 
Kansas Cltyi Mexico and Orient, 
which was to go to the Pacific 
Coast from Kansas City and was 
to pass through a part of Mexico. 
Revolutions in Mexico finally forc- 
ed the Orient into a receivership, 
but the line except for a gap be- 
tween Alpine, Texas, and the Rio 
Grande, has been completed from 
Wichita, Kas., to 
Topolobampa, 
Mexico, its port terminus. 
Mr. Stilwell is survived by the 
widow, Mrs. Jennie Wood Stilwell.

was his life message. All the oth- 
er considerations that commonly 
move men he brushed aside: Christ, 
and Christ only, was the center and 
circumference of his life. 
Did this big idea set Paul apart 
from his fellows? On the contrary; 
it linked him to them. Most "lead- 
ers" of men, Jn. all spheres, ignore 
the profound 
truth which Paul 
built upon—and it is the bed-rock 
of democracy and religion—namely, 
that the lowliest person had a ca- 
pacity f&r the loftiest truth. Every- 
body can understand right and 
justice and freedom; that is why 
the Orient • is still aflame today 
:with the Allied War Aims. What is 
more, every man and woman has a 
capacity for thoughts about God. 
Philosophers may or may not ex- 
plain it, but the little child- has the 
clearest confidence in God. It is 
the human heart's homesickness 
for the heavenly that makes peo- 
ple yearn to know God, and to be 
in unity with him.- 'The highest use 
of; human intelligence is to appre-'| 
hend the Divine, 
So Paul was 
appealing to the noblest- as well as 
the most universal and permanent 
element in man when he presented 
fresh, clear thoughts about 
the 
Father-God who has revealed him- 
self in Christ. 
A Hignorow'g Religion 
, This trained thinker irom the 
schools *of Tarsus and Jerusalem 
,got his new faith by way of a per- 
sonal experience. It did not come 
to him as a philosophical presen- 
tation or as a result of academic 
discussion. Instead, it knocked him 
down at midday, on the Damascus 
road, as an individual conversion. 
Paul was made a Christian by a 
persbnal encounter with Christ. It 
was by his emotions, and not by 
his highly developed brain, that he 
became a disciple. 
Of course, once his heart was set 
right, Paul's brain began to pene- 
trate and organize and present the 
significance of Christ and His Gos- 
pel. It was In the colossal crucible 
of the Pauline intellect that the tre- 
mendous trftths of the revelation of 
God in Jesua^Christ were fused into 
the Christian teaching which has 
made over the world. For Paul was 
one who dared to think for himself, 
and to think things through. His 
Christian life began with a long re- 
treat into the desert for medita- 
tion. He was the first of that long 
line of Christian^ scholars who have 
made the church and the world 
The Audacity of a Concert 
No timid, narrow, conventional 
person was Paul. His new religion 
evoked all the force of his person- 
ality, and unleashed, new powers 
which even he himself had enver 
suspected. If it was true, it was 
true .to the limit; and this convert 
had the audacity to go all the way 
with the truth that had been given 
him. 
For freedom had he been set 
free. 
So he saw, as many others did 
not, that this Gospel could not be 
kept' within Judean bounds. It had 
to be carried to tho limits of the 
world, at whatever cost of personal 
labor and suffering. In the truest 
;sense, Paul was an ambitlous; man. 
JUso.be was a practical man, and 
ho cloistered dreamer. 
Whatever 
he saw as true, he dared to attempt 
as practicable. His vision, plus his

Julius Caesar or Ghengls Khan or 
Charlemagne or Napoleon? Paul 
had no army. He held no civil of- 
fice. 
No king or noble was his 
patron. He was not rich: during 
his most fruitful years he worked 
at his trade as a tent-maker. He 
was often in prison, and finally 
died by the executioner's sword. 
Whence then comes the persisting 
power of this man down the cen- 
turies?"The Thinking Bayonet" 
As the old saying has it, it is 
"the thinking bayonet" that wins 
all wars. Paul's power was the 
power of ideals and of spirit He 
has laid hold 
of 
the minds and 
imaginations of men in all lands 
because of his great brain and his 
great heart 
"He put into vivid 


•words- truths for all times. 
His 
phrases and figures of speech are 
more commonly quoted than those 
of Shakespeare. 
Paul differs
